I find that 
this department has pnssed upon 
this identical question and I am en- 
closing to you herewtih a copy of 
the opinion, in which it is held that 
women may register although they 
were within the city on the registra- 
tion day nnd not phv.-ienllv incapac- 
itated for registering on that day.

My Dear Sir: 

1 have yours of the 17th asking 
for my construction of Section 1 550 
sub -section 17a and 20 of the Ken- 
tucky Statutes, with partieular ref- 
erence to registration by women in 
years when school elections are to 
be held in which women are entitled 
to vote. 

My attention had heretofore been 
called to these sections or sub-see- 
lions, and it is my opinion that it 
Was the intention of the General As- 
sembly, by the passage of sub-sec- 
tion 17a, to give women the right to 
SPECIALLY register in any year in 
which elections are held in which 
women may participate, without 
reference to whether or not they 
were precluded from registering at 
I general registration in the pro- 
ceeding year, for any of the reason 
set out in paragraphs* 1, 2, 3 or 4 of 
sub-section 20 of Section 1550 
Kentucky Statutes. 

It will be noticed that 17a is an 
amendment. p«SSSd in 1914, to the 
original act of 1912. The Legisla- 
ture evidently had in mind some 
method or provision whereby women 
could be specially registered in 
years in which school elections 
were held, probably based on the 
fact that in some years no such 
elections would be held, and there 
be no reason for a previous regi. -tra 
tion by momen. I nlcss this con- 
struction should be placed on sub- 
section 17a. it would be without 
force or effect, because women, who 
are required to register, would be 
entitled to all privileges extended 
and allowed by sub-section 20, 
whether sub-section 17a were or 
were not enacted, and it cannot be 
presumed that the Legislature had 
enacted a vain law. 

Therefore, -I think that sub-sec- 
tion 17a provides a class not pro- 
vided for ill 20, that may be spec- 
ially registered as provided for in 
20, without regard to any of the 
reason for failure to register as «et 
o,ut therein.

HAMSTRUNG AND STRANGLED 

Not long ago a train of fourteen 

enr« of 'pot a toe*, holed to the Chi 
cago mnrkct. were dr»covered at « 
«mall town near that city, where 
they had been side tracked and left 
to rot — at a tine when potatoe« 
were selling at *4.0<> a bushel. 

For a number of rears now we 
have been learning of the willful 
destmction every season of such 
commodities aa potatoes, cabbage, 
melons, applets and other fruit* 
when there was an opportunity by 
so doing to force prices up in the 
interest of the speculators. 

These food pirates have purchn- 
ed acres nnd acres of fruit on the 
trees and then refused to allow 
them to be picked — kept them there 
to rot — in order to keep them from 
the open market. 

In other ways the campaign of 
pillage and loot at the expense of 
the consumer has been going mer- 
rily on. 

Of course, merely to designate 
the perpetrntors of these outrage- 
as robbers and pirates does not one 
particle of good except to afford 
some slight relief to our feelings. 
There seems to be nothing the coun- 
try can do to prevent these outrages. 

But there SHOULD be. and if we 
mistake not the temper of the Amer- 
ican people, there soon WILL be. 

When the countries of Europe 
first adopted the policy of govern- 
ment control of food -tuffs we in 
thi- country congratulated ourselves 
that we live in a FREE country. 
Lately, however, we are beginning 
to learn a few things — that instead 
of the freedom of which we boast, 
we are hamstrung and strangled by 
a horde of piratical food tptntlif 
ors who have no conscience, know 
no law, nnd are devoid of the first 
element of humanity. 

With the proof clearly before us 
that the people are being systemati- 
cally nnd outrageously plundered, 
our Congress has the monumental 
effrontery to dawdle around and 
haggle over minor details while the 
poorer classes of our population 
are being driven to distraction. 

With such examples before us, 
the action of President Wilson in 
demanding food control by the gov- 
ernment — even a dictator, if 
-:iry— looks good to us. It will not 
keep the producer from receiving a 
fair and just price for his products, 
neither will it injure the consumer. 
But it will everlastingly put a crimp 
on the golden tail of the remorseless 
-peculator. 

It is time for Congre-s to enact 
adequate laws whereby the President 
can at once and for all put an end 
to this hamstringing and strangling 
of the American cons

Canning calls for no special skill 
and for little equipment beyond a 
Fresh prod- 
ucts , cleanliness and heat are the 
chief requirements, as qven sugar is 
not essential for canning fruits un- 
der modern procedure. Fruits and 
vegetables, moreover, can be dried 
efficiently in the sun, over n range or 
gas stove, or before an electric fan. 
Homemade shallow trays of wood 
or heavy wire screen are the chief 
equipment required. Drying is a 
time tried home imlu-tiy ; conferva 
tion of food by drying is largely a 
matter of restoring to the home 
great -grandmother's method of see- 
ing that her family had good food 
in winter as a relief from a monoto- 
nous diet of root vegetables. Can- 
ning and drying can be practiced M 
effectively in a city house or apart- 
ment as on a farm or in a suburban 
dwelling. 

Canning, of course, nlrea.lv i< a 
profitable industry for women and 
children in thousands of homes and 
I trust will become almost universal 
this season. To aid the home con- 
servation movement, the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has issued a 
new Fanners' Bulletin on home can- 
ning and another on home drying 
of fruits nnd vegetables. These 
free pamphlets should be read and 
followed in every household which 
wishes to translute patriotic im- 
pulse into concrete service.

Often the grocer is called upon 
tn make spciul delivery of a small 
article, and he feels it necessary to 
dn -u rather than displease and pos- 
sibly Im< a customer. But there 
would be no danger of loss to trade 
through declining to make such de- 
liveries if all the retail grocers in 
a town or city cooperated. 

"We realize," says Mr. A. \V. 
Shaw, chairman of the board, "that 
the cooperation of the public, and 
•specially of the women who do 
nin-t of the ordering and buying 
from the stores, is necessary to 
make these plans a success. To 
that end we are now making a na- 
tion-wide appeal to the consumer 
We are urging purchasers to carry 
home all possible packages instead 
of having them sent. We are n«k- 
ing women of the country to plan 
their orders ahead, to systematize 
their buying so that it will not be 
necessary to have the grocer's wa- 
gon muke accommodation trips.

URGES MERCHANTS TO 

REDUCE DELIVERY WORK 

The Council of National Defense 
authorizes the following: 

Retail dry goods and depart- 
ment stores all over the United 
States have received a communica- 
tion from the commercial economy 
board of the Council of National 
Defense regarding an immediate 
and vital service that enn be ren- 
dered by them to the Government in 
The present emergency. Basing Its 
letter upon the patent fact that 
the country's resources inu-t be em- 
nloyed to the uttermost in the 
prosecution of the Wat, the board 
snys : 

"This requires that all unneces- 
sary .services shall be eliminated in 
retail trade as well as in other 
lines of business. The commercial 
economy board ha< made a careful 
investigation of the economies that 
are possible in the delivery service 
of retail stores. This shows that a 
large number of men and vehicles 
can be released for military or other 
service that is essential to the wel- 
fare of the country." 

The investigations conducted by 
the board resulted in the accumula- 
tion of figures from which accurate 
data of the utmost importance to 
the trade have been assembled. 
They .show that a tremendous 
amount of man power and money 
now tied up in unnecessary and 
wasteful work can be released. De- 
livery service in retail stores can be 



very substantially reduced, and it 
can be reduced immediately by re- 
stricting the free delivery of small 
purchases, by eliminating special 
deliveries altogether, and by other 
means. 

The board further points out 
that, though these changes in meth- 
ods nre requested as a potent weap- 
on in winning the war, they are 
based on principles of sound busi- 
ness and should not only not work 
a hard-hip on any person but would 
correct abuses and leakages long 
suffered by the trade. 

"There is such urgent need for 
men and equipment in other work," 
says the letter, "that the country 
can not endure the waste that is oc- 
casioned by the accomodation deliv- 
eries ,,f small purchases. If pos- 
sible, not more than one regular de- 
livery n day should be made over 
each route. These changes in deliv- 
ery methods should be introduced as 
soon as practicable; certainly not 
later than August 1, 1917." 

The board further urges that the 
acceptance of returned good- be re- 
duced to un absolute minimum and 
that all nonessential operations in 
each store be elin
